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“Occupy LB’ protesters faced 
police Saturday at Lincoln Park 


Some 300 Long Beach 
community members 
protested financial and 
government injustice.

Members of the protest movement 
Occupy Long Beach backed down in 
the face of police at their lastest rally 
on Saturday evening in order to avoid 
arrest. 

About 300 of the protesters gathered 
at Lincoln Park to speak out against 


what they perceive as injustice and 


corruption in financial and government 
organizations, through the mediums of 
song, dance and hand-made signs. 
- “This is what democracy looks 
like,” said Jessica Erie, a protester. 

Earlier in the day, ‘protesters 
marched through Long Beach financial 
district, protesting in front of several 
banks before returning to their gather- 
ing place at Lincoln Park. 

The protesters set up rows of tents in 
the park, intending to camp out over- 
night, with some preparing to ‘get ar- 
rested after the park’s closing time at 
10 p.m. 

“This is not about fighting the po- 
lice,” said Mark Willow, a protester. “It 
is about our First Amendment rights.” 


Occupy ae Beach’s Facebook 
page, which has nearly 3,500 mem- 
bers, received hundreds of supportive 
comments in just a few hours. 

The city erected several generator- 
powered floodlights around the perim- 
eter of the park, possibly as a safety 


measure. However, protest organizers: 


said the lights kept protesters awake. 
“Last night, on the first night of 
occupation, the city erected flood- 
lights that kept our occupiers awake 
all night,’ event organizers posted 
on the Facebook page. “In addi- 
tion, the police, after asking them 
to move to the sidewalk, continue to 
wake up and harass the occupiers.” 
Five minutes before the park closed, 
police used a loudspeaker to warn the

ers left the area and instead marched

Scott Dekraai, 41, protected him- 
self with body armor and carried three 
handguns into Salon Meritage on Oct. 
12, where he killed six ‘people on the 
scene and sent another three to a lo- 
cal hospital, according to the Orange 
Country District Attorney’s office. 

_ Two were pronounced dead at the 
hospital and 73-year-old Harriet Stretz 
remains in critical condition. 

“There are some crimes that are so 
depraved, so callous, so malignant, 
that there is only one punishment that 
will fit the crime,” Orange County Dis- 
trict. Attorney Tony Rackauckas said 
about seeking the death penalty. 

Prosecutors explained that Dekraai 
sought revenge against his ex-wife Mi-

chelle Marie Fournier after a custody 
battle over their 8-year-old son, ac- 
cording to the Associated Press. 

Dekraai allegedly got into a verbal 
argument with Fournier over the phone 
regarding the custody dispute on the 
morning of the shooting, according to 
the O.C. district attorney. 

The man is being charged with eight 
felony counts of special circumstances 


murder and one felony count of at- 
tempted murder. 

At 1:21 p.m. Wednesday, Dekraai 
entered Salon Meritage with three 
weapons — a 9 mm Springfield rifle, 
a Smith & Wesson .44-caliber Mag- 
num revolver, and a Heckler & Koch 
.45-caliber pistol. 

After killing patrons and employ- 
ees, including his ex-wife, at random 


and in close range, prosecutors said, 
Dekraai killed a man — David Caou- 
ette, 64, of Seal Beach — parked in his 
car outside the salon. 

Dekraai fled the scene in his ini 
Toyota Tundra pick-up truck. He was 
stopped by police 30 seconds. later 
with large amounts of ammunition in 
his trunk. 

He is being held without bail in the 
Orange County Jail and is scheduled 
to appear in court for a continued ar- 
raignment Nov. 29. 

Members of the community gath- 
ered throughout the weekend in front 
of the salon to drop off flowers and 
cards. 

Debbie Johnson said Randy Fan- 
nin, owner of the salon and victim of 
the shooting, was her hairstylist for 20 
years.

The Beach, which finished 22- 
10 overall and 14-2 in conference 
play last season, returns four start- 
ers: reigning Big West Player of the 
Year Casper Ware, senior forwards 
Eugene Phelps and T.J. Robinson 
and guard Larry Anderson. 

One of the challenges facing 
the ‘Niners this season is replac- 
ing guard Greg Plater, who ranked 
fourth on the team in scoring 
(11.8 points per game) and first in 
3-pointers made (97) last year. 

Head coach Dan Monson is still

“He made everyone feel like you were 
his best friend.” 

Hundreds of members of the Seal 
Beach community gathered in the 
parking lot in front of Salon Meritage 
on Friday for a candlelight vigil. Tissue 
boxes in one hand and candles in an- 
other, members of the community, both 
young and old, spoke. 

The audience cried in memory. of 
those lost, and applauded at suggestions 
that the crime would not define the city. 

The vigil ended with a moment of 
silence.

She was also 
heavily involved in translation stud- 


_ ies, in which she compiled and edited 


student works to be published in The 
Translators French Quarter series. 

Presentations included in-depth 
analyses of multi-lingual translations 
in French, Spanish, Italian and Eng- 
lish. Students also explored theories 
and the translators’ cultural back- 
grounds and how this can affect the 
result of their translation. 

They also. explained inaccura- 


cies and misconceptions in translated 
works when compared with original 
source text. 

Former CSULB French lecturer, 
Laurence Moscato, described Gosselin 
as a super friend and veracious reader 
that cared about her students as if they 
were her own. Moscato met Gosselin 
when she began her career as a lecturer 
at CSULB. They formed a friendship 
and became good friends. 

When Moscato relocated to New 
York, the women would regularly 
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back and forth on the sidewalk in front 
of the park. 


Later that night, the protesters once 
again complied with police demands 
by removing the tents they had set up 
along the sidewalk. : 

Protesters chanted and sang for 
hours, calling out to the police across 
the street: “We are the 99 percent! You

speak on the phone for hours. The two 
had met for coffee only two weeks be- 
fore Gosselin’s passing. 

A portion of the program was dedi- 
cated to remembering Gosselin. 

CSULB Chair of RGRLL, Lisa Vol- 
lendorf, gave the opening statement. 

“Her high expectations drove all of 
us to have higher expectations, and in 
that way, she was very much an inspi- 
rational presence in the department,” 
Vollendorf said. “She pushed all of us 
to de our very best and in particular, 
she pushed her students to do the very 
best that they could do.” 

Gosselin was a breast cancer survi- 
vor and had battled the illness for 20 
years. 

“Tonight, we remember Claudia for 
her commitment to her students and to 
our department and to the field,” Vol- 
lendorf said. “And we also remember 
her, because she was ill for a very long 
time, for her amazing strength in the 
face of adversity and her commitment 
to lifelong learning that was an inspi- 
ration to all of us.” 

Guests shared stories during the 
memorial, painting Gosselin as caring, 
funny, intelligent, and a Jewish mother 
to all. ; 

“Chair of Italian Studies, Clorinda 
Donato, hosted the event. 

Donato and Spanish Professor 
Claire Martin are in charge of the 
translations program at the university. 

Gosselin was originally slated to 
head up the program with Donato, un- 
til her condition worsened, forcing her 
to resign.

Teams of Cal State Long Beach moy- 
iemakers have worked together over the 
last two weeks to produce pieces for 
Campus MovieFest with the opportu- 
nity to display their films in the bright 
lights of a Hollywood premiere.

The worldwide event is in its 11th 
year — this is the third year it has been 
at CSULB. : 

Teams of students began the movie- 
making process Oct. 5 after submitting 
story ideas. 

The films could be about any topic, 
as long as it lasted five minutes or less. 

Teams were issued Apple laptops, 
Panasonic camcorders and training for 
production, free of charge, during the 
one-week filming period. 

The top winners will move on to 
Campus MovieFest in Hollywood next 
June. The categories include Best Pic- 
ture, Best Drama and Best Comedy. 
Best Actor and Actress will be awarded 
as well. 

There is also a social justice category 
in which participants create a movie or 
song about poverty, and the winner can 
receive up to $20,000 in grants. 

Awards include Hollywood meetings 
for pitching ideas and the opportunity 
to be shown on Virgin America flights 
and at the Cannes Film Festival. 

Last year, more than 75,000 students 
participated in the event, including 
grand finale winner Len Chi from Em- 
ory University, who won Best Picture 
for his entry “Tick Tock.” 

“Ever since we started CMF as stu- 
dents in 2001, we’ve been honored to 
help discover exceptional talent and 
bring unforgettable experiences to stu- 
dents, and this year is sure to be the best 
yét,” co-founder of Campus MovieFest 
Dan Costa said in a press release.

Cinemark and Regency theaters immediately 
announced that they would boycott the film 
if the On Demand plan went into effect. 
After a few weeks, the studio decided 
to pull the plug on the idea. 

I understand where the theater 
chains are coming from when 
they decided to boycott this 
plan. Why would anybody go 


they could just watch the movie 
in the comfort of their own 
home? However, I seriously 


This would have

As sad as it is to see movie theaters go, maybe we 
do need to change the way people see new movies 
if they don’t want to pay for them.

Dance department shows variety, slips between ‘Here and There’ 


Religion, children’s 
stories and more were 
shown through dance.

Through an eclectic mix of dances 
and clever use of dialogue, the Depart- 
ment of Dance at Cal State Long Beach 
kicked off its season with “Slipping Be- 
tween Here and There” last weekend. 

The show featured choreography 
by graduate dance students Summer 
Brown, Jay Carlon, Heather Glabe, 
Jeremy Hahn, Jessica Kondrath, Brian 
Moe and Johnna Wickstrom. 

All seven pieces in the show were 
done in a more modern and interpre- 
tive style, but there was a nice range 
of themes and tones that were explored 
throughout the show. 


Modern dance pioneer Doris Hum- 
phrey once said, “All dances are too long,” 
and usually it is true. However, two pieces 
in the MFA show, “Chinvat Bridge” by 
Moe and “Snowflakes and Gumdrops” by 
Brown did not drag on, but instead left the 
audience wanting more. 

In “Chinvat Bridge,” Moe explored 
the concept of hell through the Zoro- 
astrian religion, where all souls must 
cross the Chinvat Bridge before as- 
cending to heaven or descending to 
hell. Moe’s piece depicted three unfor- 
tunate souls whose misdeeds sent them 
to the latter. This piece was wonder- 
fully dark and creepy. The ‘audience 
seemed uncomfortable the moment the 
piece began with the sounds of tortured 
moaning in the music, which Moe com- 
posed himself. C 

The lighting was appropriately dark 
with splashes of red light across the 
chains hanging from the ceiling. The 
dancers individually writhed and twist- 
ed in pain, and as a group they grappled 
with each other on the floor in a mound 


of flesh. The piece ended with the last 
standing dancer leering at the audience 
with a creepy smile while beckoning 
them to hell. The only disappointment 
in this piece was that the chains weren’t 
utilized as props or as an apparatus. 

Brown’s “Snowflakes and Gum- 
drops” was a delightfully soothing and. 
aesthetically pleasing piece. Performed 
by Bethany Feil, who is reminiscent of 
“The Nutcracker’s” sugar plum fairy, 
In this piece, she showed the grace of a 
ballerina combined with the movement 
vocabulary of a modern dancer. The 
stage was sprinkled with heaps of snow 
and Feil was costumed in a lovely red- 
orange ball gown. There was a touching 
moment at the end where the snow fell 
on a perfectly-still Feil right before the 
curtain closed. 

Sometimes a choreographer will 
choose to employ dialogue in their 
piece. Usually this doesn’t go very well 
because most dancers aren’t blessed 
with vocal acting skills. But every once 
in a while, the use of dialogue will be 


instrumental to the success of.a piece. 
Both outcomes were shown in the MFA 
dance concert. : 

In Wickstrom’s “The Stories We 
Tell” the audience was taken through 
the family history of Athena, the god- 
dess of wisdom and strength, and other 
characters from Mount Olympus. There 
was Way too much dialogue in this piece 
and the dancers didn’t really pull it off 
well. The mixture of contemporary ref- 
erences to pumpkin pie and Nebraska 
didn’t really jive with the story of how 
Zeus tried to kill his unborn child who 
grew up to be Athena. At one point the 
dancer with the most lines exclaimed, 
“Hey, I’m the narrator!” which only 
added to the unpleasantly hokey vibe 
the piece gave off. x 

On the other hand, the dancers in 
“Hansel and Gretel’s Survival Guide 
to the Wilderness” by Glabe pulled off 
the use of dialogue exceedingly well. 
In fact the piece probably wouldn’t 
have been as good without it. Glabe’s 
piece imagined the future of Hansel 


and Gretel after they pushed the witch 
into the oven. Hansel and Gretel were 
depicted as self-appointed scout lead- 
ers who taught others how to survive in 
the woods. A video backdrop was used, 
which whimsically portrayed the story- 
book pages and the lush, green forest 
background. 

Summer Brown, as Gretel, and Kyle 
Hadenfeldt, as Hansel, had a believable 
relationship as quarrelling, yet loving 
siblings. There was just the right mix 
of dance and dialogue, and Brown and 
Hadenfeldt had enough acting talent to 
make the performance very enjoyable. 
A favorite moment was when Hansel 
self-narrated as he unleashed the con- 
tents of Pandora’s box. It was a little 
cheesy, but combined with the story- 
book theme, the effect was charming. 

Overall, the show was a success be- 
cause each choreographer chose to go 
with their‘own theme and tone while ty- 
ing their piece into the collective theme of 
the show. This resulted in a pleasing array 
of very different pieces for the audience.

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Women’s soccer falls to rival UCI in 2-0 shutout 


The 49ers drop to 
fourth place in the 
Big West Conference 
standings.

For the’ second consecutive match 
the No. 22-ranked Long Beach State 
women’s soccer team failed to put the 
ball into the back of the net. 

_In a rematch of last season’s Big 
West Conference Tournament champi- 


onship, LBSU dropped to fourth place 
in the conference standings as it fell to 
rival UC Irvine, 2-0, Sunday night at 
Anteater Stadium. 

It marked the first time this season 
that the “Niners (10-5-1, 3-2 Big West) 
have been shut out in back-to-back 
games. 

Meanwhile, the Anteaters (11-3-2, 
4-1-1 Big West) took sole possession 
‘of first place (13 points) over Cal State 
Northridge and UC Davis with the vic- 
tory. 

“Tt’s a tough loss,” LBSU head coach 
Mauricio Ingrassia said. “We need to 
fix what is going on with our team right 
now in terms of taking care of the ball 
better.” ; 


Senior forward Lexi Kopf opened up 
the scoring for Irvine in the 36th minute 
with her team-leading eighth goal of the 
season. 

The ‘Niners best shot at an equalizer 
in the first half came on a breakaway in 
the 44th minute, however, the opportu- 
nity was squandered by UCI, on a save 
by freshman goalkeeper Jennifer Ran- 
dazzo who produced her fifth shutout of 
the season. 

In the second period, LBSU came 
close to tying it up at the 57:48 mark 
when a loose ball made its way to the 
front of an open net, but senior defender 
Nicole Hubbard was covered by several 
UCI defenders and the Anteaters were 
able to clear the ball out : 


Irvine’s sophomore forward Natalia 
Ledezma tacked on an insurance goal 
in the 71st minute, her eighth of the sea- 
son, which matched Kopf for team-high 
honors. 

In the 76th minute, LBSU attempted 
to tie.the match again on another attack 
from Hubbard, but her header sailed 
right of the net. 

LBSU continued to put the pressure 
on with three shots over the final five 
minutes, but it wasn’t enough as the 
Anteaters held on. 

LBSU is now 1-7-1 at Anteater Sta- 
dium all-time, with it’ only win coming 
in last year’s Big West championship 
match. The overall series record for The 
Beach against Irvine is now 5-10-3. 


“We were fine because we had the 
ball for about 30 minutes,” Ingrassia 
said. “Then we lost [the ball] the last 10 
to 15 [minutes], and that is when there 
was a flurry of getting it behind us. We 
did not play smart.” 

Hubbard and junior forward Nadia 
Link paced the 49ers with two shots 
apiece. 

Randazzo had two saves on eight 
Long Beach shots in the shutout. 

‘Niners goalkeeper Kaitlyn Gustaves 
surrendered the two UCI goals while 
accumulating three saves on 18 Irvine 
shots. 

The Beach will return to action Fri- 
day at George Allen Field to host UC 
Riverside (7-7-1, 2-2 Big West) at 3 p.m.

“You always come into the year 
hopeful that when you have 13 guys 
on scholarship that they can all con- 
tribute,’ Monson said. “Last year, we 
got downto seven or eight guys that we 
really trusted. 

“That process starts today, as far as 
trusting guys, and seeing who exactly 
can come off that bench.” 

Forwards Nick Shepherd (who red- 
shirted ‘last season), Edis Dervisevic 
should provide the ‘Niners. with the 
spark they. need. 

And, Ware said he feels good about 
the look of the bench, and expects them 
to play a vital role this season. 

“Our bench is looking good, I ex- 
pect big things out of them,” he said. 
“We had a good recruiting class, so I 
don’t expect anything less than any 
other good team’s bench.” 

Ware, who became the first player in 
Big West history to be named the con- 
ference’s Player of the Year and Defen- 
sive Player of the Year, led the 49ers,

averaging 17.2 points and 4.4 assists 
per game. He needs just 42 steals,and 
77 assists to become LBSU’s career 
leader in both categories. 


But he isn’t the only asset on the 
49ers’ lineup. 

Senior guard Anderson is a two- 
time first-team All-Big West selection 
and ranks among the league’s active 
career leaders in eight of nine catego- 
ries. He averaged 14.3 points, 6.3 re- 
bounds, 3.3 assists and 1.9 steals per 
game as a junior. 

Senior forward Robinson, a first- 
team All-Big West pick in 2010 and 
a second-team selection last year, is 
back and can become the first player 
in Big West history. to average double- 
digit rebounds in three straight sea- 
sons. : 

Senior forward Phelps is among 
the Big West’s active career leaders in 
rebounds, blocks and scoring. Phelps 

“averaged 9.7 points and 6.8 rebounds 
per game last year. 

Monson is known for challenging 
his teams with difficult preseason 
schedules, but the one facing his squad 
this season may be the toughest yet. 

The Beach will play on the road 
against six teams who were ranked 
in the top 25 last season. The teams 
include, Pittsburgh, San Diego State, 


Kansas, Louisville, North Carolina and 
Xavier. 

Monson said that if the 49ers want to 
be considered an elite team, they need 
to be able to compete at the same cali- 
ber. 

“In the past with other team’s (I’ve 
coached), especially Gonzaga, had suc- 
cess playing hard schedules,” he said. 
“I think for us to elevate our program 
to the next level, we have to play the 
teams from that level.” 

Ware feels that this team, especially 
the 49ers’ four starters, are ready to 
take on the challenging slew of games. 

“J think our [starters] have been 
prepared for this since we were fresh- 
man,” he said. “We’ve been playing 
tough schedules since I got here, all the 
mental stuff is there, we just have to put 
the X’s and O’s together.” 

For The Beach, the road to redemp- 
tion has begun. A solid core of starters, 
some upstart guys coming off the bench 
and a few newcomers make the ‘Niners 
the team to beat in the Big West. 

The 49ers will open up the season at 
the Walter Pyramid against Idaho on 
Saturday, Nov. 12 at 2:05 p.m.

The Beach (12-6, 6-2 Big. West) 
dropped just one set Saturday en route 
to its fourth straight Big West Confer- 
ence victory, which helped them secure 
the top spot in the conference for at 
least another week. 

The ‘Niners used a .272 kill percent- 
age to hold off Pacific (13-8, 4-4 Big

Freshman setter Erin Juley finished 
the match. with 39 assists and four 
LBSU hitters finished with double- 
digit kills. Senior outside hitter Caitlin 
Ledoux and sophomore outside hitter 
Delainy Aigner-Swesey each had team- 
highs of 14 kills. Sophomore middle 
blocker Haleigh Hampton and fresh- 

- man middle blocker Alma Serna had 12 
kills apiece. 

After the game, LBSU head coach 
Brian Gimmillaro was quick to point 
out how well Pacific performed despite 
the lopsided score. : 

“They. played very well,” Gimmil- 
laro said.

¥They’re a good team,” she said. 
“They have always been a really good 
volleyball team.” - 

After dropping the first point of 
the first set, The Beach ran off eight 
straight points and never looked back. 
Aigner-Swesey led the charge with four 
kills for a .429 kill percentage. Erin 
Juley opened up the match with eight 
first-set assists, and Haleigh Hampton 
chipped in three kills while patrolling 
the net and slowing down Pacific’s kills 
leader Samantha Misa. Caitlin Ledoux, 
usually known for her attacks, did a 
majority of the dirty work, picked up 
six digs. 

Despite the dominating first set per- 
formance, Gimmillaro was worried 
about his team heading into the second 
set. 

“The first 10 points [of the first set] 
were too easy,” he said. “After those 


first 10 points, we played even the rest 
of the way through, so it was kind of a 
concern of mine that we’re not playing 
right now.” 

The Tigers attack came alive in the 
second set with Misa leading the way 
for the Tigers. Misa came up with four 
kills. The second frame was back and 
forth, with the Tigers eventually pull- 
ing away in the end. Serna and Hamp- 
ton each had four kills for the ‘Niners, 
but it wasn’t enough, as Ledoux was 
kept at bay with just four kills on 16-at- 
tempts through two sets. 

Gimmillaro said the second set mis- 
cues were attributed to a new lineup that 
he has used in the past couple matches.

Ledoux came alive late to help carry 
The Beach to a 25-20 third set victory. 
Ledoux collected five kills on 16 at- 


tempts and dug six more balls. Serna 
had five big kills herself, and picked up 
a pair of even bigger blocks. The ‘Nin- 
ers were able to overcome a big set from 
Misa. She finished the third with seven 
kills on 16 attempts and six digs. Misa’s 
stellar performance’ wasn’t enough, 
though, as Ledoux closed out the set 
with a kill right through the middle of 
the Tigers defense. 

Ledoux started off slow, but she 
loosened up later on in the match. 

“My leg still bothers me sometimes, 
but it’s just about getting through it.”
